Samples 
of tea leaves from several plantations 
having similar climate and altitude) 
conditions, but different soils, were 
gathered, and, after drying, were ana- 
lyzed in the laboratory for their con- 
tent of iron, nitrogen, phosphoric ac- 
id, silicic acid, cafficin aud ash.

AFRICAN BOUNDARIES. 


They Are Being Changed by the 
Mixed Commission, 


Every new edition of African maps 
shows shiftings of the boundary lincs 
between European possessions, Some- 
times the boundary is shown on one 
side of a river or mountain range, 
and in the next edition on the other 
side. If the boundary is a parallel 
or a meridian it may be shown on 
the later map so far from its earlier 
position that the change is noticeable 
fven on a map of small scale. 

These changes do not mean that the 
boundaries, as describod in treaties, 
have been altered, but merely that 
delimiting commissions in the course 
of more accurate surveys and explora- 
tions have discovered that our pre- 
vious knowledge was so far erroneous 
that the stipulated boundaries could 
not accurately be laid on a map, 

The report of the Mixed Commis- 
sion on the Anglo-German boundary 
in East Africa is a case in point. In 
1890 the Germans and British agreed 
that the boundary between their pos- 
sessions should cross Victoria Nyanza 
in one degree south latitude and go 
on to the Congo State, except that 
when it reached Mount Mfumbiro, 
which Speke had placed one degree 
south of the Equator on his map, 
it should skirt the mountain so that 
it might wholly be included in the 
British domain. 

The maps accordingly showed the 
mountain as a British summit till it 
was discovered that it really stands 
far to the west in the Congo State, 
and under existing treaties could 
not possibly belong to Great Britain. 
It was found later that Mfumbiro 
is about sixty miles gouth of the la- 
titude Speke assigned to it, so that, 
even if his longitude had been  cor- 
rect, it would have been a German 
instead of a British mountain; and

Or, if this is wanted for a 
mayonnaise, or as a jelly in molds, 
make sure of its being ati! enough. 
Then ‘put a knuckle of veal in a 
small stock-pot, a small part of a 
knuckle of ham, and two calf feet, 
some trimming of fowl or fame, Sea- 
son this with onions, carrots, and a 
bunch of herbs well seasoned, and 
moistened with good broth: let it 
boil gently for four hours, then skim 
away all the fat, and drain it 
through a silken sieve; put that in a 
stéw-pan, with two spoonfuls of tar- 
ragon Vinegar, and four whites of 
eggs, salt and pepper to clarify; keep 
stirring it on the fire till the whole 
becomes very white, then put this 
on the sice with a little fire over 
the cover; when you find it clear 
drain it in a cloth or jelly-bag, and 
use it for aspic; if not, co not yt 
in any vinegar; jelly for pie or gel- 
antine does not require acid. 

Fish Pie.—Fry two tablespoonfuls 


‘tuls of hot butter until yellow, add 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, and stir 
in gradually one pint of hot milk. 
Season with one teaspoonful of salt, 
one saltspoonful of pepper, and one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley. 

Codfish and Eggs.—Stir together in 
a Saucepan over’ the fire, until thor- 
oughly mixed, one tablespoonful each 
of butter and flour. Add half a cup 
of water and one cup of shredded 
codfish, prepared for use as directed. 
Let simmer five minutes, stir in two 
eggs, cook gently until the eggs are 
sufficiently done, then serve. * 

Russian Tea.—Pare and slice good 
juicy lemons ard Jay a piece in the 
bottom of each cur; sprinkle with 
White sugar and pour hot, strong tea 
upon it.

Having confessed before the high

‘The chief priests moved 
the people to ask for the releaso of 
Barabbas, and when Pilate asked 
what he should do with Christ, tho 
King of the Jews; they ciled, ‘‘Cru- 
cify Him!’’ and as Pilate again ask- 
ed, “Why, what evil hath He don?’’ 
they cried tho more exceedingly, 
“Crucify Him!'" ; 

It appears from a harmony of the .

interceded for Josus and offered to 
set Him free not less than seven 
times on that eventful morning.

Condemned Murderer Proved He

The other day a gentleman named; 
Yoneichi Endo, aged 38, and oflicial- 
ly described as ‘‘a murderer and rob- 
ber,’’ was executed at the Ichigaya 
prison, Japan, 

On the day which was to witness 
the end of Indo he was approached 
by Mr. Fujisawa, the chief jailer, 
who, alluding parenthetically to tho! 
fact that this was the last day on 
which they could mect, added that 
Mr, Endo still had a little more than 
two yen of the money given him by 
kind relatives. ‘‘Buy yourself some 
little delicacies, and give yourself a 
treat for tho last\time,’’ urged the 
Sympathetic Fujisawa. It may be 
that the chief jailer thought he might 
share in the results of such an ex- 
Penditure, or his advico may have 
been dictated by pure benevolence. 

This advice, no doubt, appealed to 
the man Endo. He knew that the 
remainder of his life would be a 
short one; why not make it merry? 
It was just here that the patriot 
conquered the mere natural man. 
The Japan Times relates the touch-

“The convict, quite unexpectedly, 
said in reply that he had learned 
from new prisoners that Japan was 
fighting with Russia.

LOCUST PLAGUE IN EGYPT. 
The Invasion of Insects isa Very 
Serious One. 


There is every probability of the 
plague of locusts which has now  de- 
scended on Egypt proving a very ser- 
ious one, Great anxiety is felt for 
the young cotton and othur crops, 
The locusts first arrive in compara- 
tively small numbers, but they mul- 
tiply very vapidly, a8 soon as they 
reach the edge of cultivation, With- 
in ten days the young insects, though 
still wingless, odyance in a solid 
phalanx, sometimes two or three feet 
deep and several miles in length, 

It is essential that at this stage 
they should be destroyed, as it would 
be impossible to cheek the ravages of 
tiving locusts.

Ropes made of various kinds of 
fibre and leather are of very ancient 
date, Ropes of palm have been 
found in Egypt in the tombs of Beni- 
Hassan (about 3000 B, C.), and on 
the walls of these tombs is also 
shown the process of preparing hemp. 
In a tomb at Thebes of the time of 
Thothmes UJ. (about 1600 B. C.) is

the spies sent by Joshua into Jeri- 
cho were let down in a basket, pre- 
sumably by means of a rope. 

At Nimrud, Assyria, a carved slab 
showing the siege of a castle was 
found, on which’ a soldier was repre- 
sented in the act of cutting a rope 
to which a bucket for drawing wa- 
ter from a well outside the castle 
Walls was attached, 

The wire rope is generally consider- 
ed a modern invention, a product of 
modern skill, and it will surprise 
many to learn that its manufacture 
is really a rediscovered lost art. 

Although the Assyrians practised 
the art of wire beating, no evidence 
has been found to indicate that they 
usch wire for making rope. 

The excavations at Pompeii have, 
however, brought to light a piece of 
bronze wire rope nearly fifteen feet 
long and about one inch in circum- 
ference. This rope is now in the 
Museo Borbonico at Naples. It con- 
sists of three strands laid spirally 
together, each strand being made up 
of fifteen wires twisted together, and 
its construction does not, therefore 
differ greatly from that of wire ropes 
mado to-day. Pompeii was buried 
A. D. 79, 1,825 years ago, but how 
long Wire ropes had then been known 
it is impossible to tell, though, jud- 
ging by the knowledge shown in the 
construction, it may be safely con- 
cluded that they had been known for 
a considerable time. ‘The uses to 
which these ropes were put are not 
definitely known, but further excava- 
tions may shed some light on the 
subject. 

As toAhe use of rope tramways, 
is said that they, were in use

IMPROVEMENT OF FAIRS. 

Three years ago when Mr. FP. W, 
Hodson, Live Stock Commissioner, 
pointed out to the annual mecting of 
the Association of Fairs and BExhi- 
bitions the utter inefticiency of many 
of the agricultural societios of On- 
tario, and unfolded a systematic plan 
of improvement, he was looked upon 
by many of the delegates as oa dan- 
gerous iconoclast. The fact that 
fairs which received government 
grants were intended to be education- 
al seemed to te almost forgotten, 
and the proposal to arrange the fairs 
in convenient circuits and send them 
expert judges who would give educa- 
tional addresses in the ring was con- 
sidered impracticable by many. Still 
the project was taken up in an ex- 
perimental way and the results have 
been so satisfactory that this year 
it is expected that about 170 agri- 
cultural societies in Ontario will ar- 
range with the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture for the sorvices of ex- 
pert judges. Last year 152 societies 
in that province were supplied with 
judges, while in the other provmees 
and the Verritories many of the fairs 
had expert judges furnished by the 
local and Dominion Departments of 
Agriculture.

STEAMSHIPS TO MEXICO. 

Dominion Government Calls for 
Tenders. 


An Ottawa despatch says :—The 
Department of ‘Trade and Commerce 
is issuing a call for tenders for 
monthly steamship services between 
Canada and Mexico for a period of 
five years. The Atlantic service will 
be between Montreal in the summer 
and Halifax in the winter and the 
Mexican ports of Progreso, Coatza- 
coaleoas, Vera Cruz and ‘Tampico, 
touching at Nassau, the Bahamas 
and Havana, Cuba. ‘The Pacific ser- 
vice will be between Vancouver, B. 
C., and the Mexican ports of Mazat- 
Jan, San Blas, Manzanillo, Acapuico, 
Puerto Angel, Salina Cruz, Tonlal 
and San Benito. Tenders may be 
made for either or both services, The 
Vessels employed are to class Al, 
to run under * the British flag, to 


have o carrying capacity of not less 
than 8,000 tons, with adequate pas- 


senger accommodation, to maintain 
between ports a minimum speed of 
ten knots per hour. 

The Mexican Government have ex- 
pressed their willingness to give a 
| subsidy of $100,000 in Mexican cur- 
rency for the Pacific service, and 
$20,000 for the Atlantie service. She 
Dominion Government will supple- 
ment this sum by each subsidy as 
they may deem expedient. The Mex- 
ican Government provides for the 
free carriage of their Government 
mail and freight up to ten tons.

Of course 
none of these writers and painters 
had as yet suspected that there is a 
bacillus of love, though Cupid's ar- 
row, Which is as old as mythology, 
is certainly antitype.’’

Under many conditions hot water. 
is one of the most potent remedial 
agents that~can be employed, and 
often, when intelligently used, it ac- 
complishes more than drtigs. 

But like many other things power- 
ful for good, its abuse may prove in- 
jurious, and produce results quite 
opposite to what was intended. 

The effect of 
hot water applied to the surface of 
the body is to cause the blood-vessels 
and tissues of the skin and underlying 
regions to become relaxed, and to 
lose for the time being their natural’ 
tone. The blood supply of the region 
is much increased, and the pores are 
opened. If the entire body has been 
immersed this action produces marked 
changes in the distribution of the 
blood, and a considerable portion of 
this fluid is taken from the interior 
of the body and brought close to the!

GLASGOW’S GAS PLANT. 


City Operates it, and has Greatly 
Reduced Price, 


Glasgow purchased~the private gas 
plants in 1869 and has made proiit 
on the Investment every year since 
then. This great industry now has a 
capital aceownt exceeding $10,000,- 
000, and the gross profits last year 
passed the million dollar mark for 
the first time in the history of the 
enterprise. When the original” pur- 
chase was made it was arranged that 
the owners should receive in perpetu- 
ity annuities and stock valued at 
more than $2,000,000, The city later 
adopted the policy of purchasing at a 
premium these annuities, and last 
year wiped out more than one-third 
of the amount. Under private man- 
agement gas cost consumers from 
$1.25 to $1.50 a thousand feet, but 
this has been reduced steadily, until 
the rates now stand at 48 cents for 
motive power and 54 cents for light- 
ing. It is expected that this will be 
cut to 50 cents this year. 

When the plant is fully paid for, 
which will not be many years at the 
present rate of profits, the citizens 
of Glasgow will pay not more than 
30 cents for gas. Oil and coal cost 
much more in Scotland than in any 
part of the United States, but I 
wonder how much New York and 
Chicago will be paying when Glasgow 
furnishes gas at actual cost price, 
Strange as it may seem, cheap gay 
does not seem to destroy the inde- 
pendence nor deaden the ambition of 
the people of Glasgow. We are as- 
sured hy certain interests that it will 
have that effect in this country.

Have pretty, fresh 
ircned white lawn curtains at tho 
windows, a few Jars for flowers, and 
anything else that is cheerful, and 
not cn abiding place for disease 
germs. Get a good sized screen, so 
that you can have plenty of clear 
air, without, draights, and see to it 
that there is a washable or old rug 
by the bed, plenty of pillows and 
neat bedding. -

SHOW THIS TO MAMMA, 


Nearly all children, especially if 
they are normal, healthy children, 
crave for sweets. A great many par- 
ents, Without any thought or reason 
in the matter, deny to their children 
jall kinds of sweets. They do this 
|from some preconceived notion that 
‘sugar and cakes are bad for the chil- 
\drem. Other parents go to the op- 
posite extreme, and indulge their 
‘children in all sorts of confectionery, 
!from the cheapest to the most  ex- 
‘pensive, allowing them to eat rich, 
‘indigestible cakes, jams, candied 
fruits, preserves, etc. 

They both are making a mistake. 
|Children should be allowed to eat 
sweets—but the proper kind of sweets 
!Cheap, nasty confections should nev-/| 
er be given them; neither should they | 
be permitted to have too much jam, 
nor any of that indefinable hodge- 
podge of stuff that masquerades un-

STUDENTS DEMONSTRATE. 

When IT was’ in Moscow, the stu- 
dents, seixing the opportunity aflord- 
ed by the general unrest brought 
about by the war, made some ex- 
ceedingly ugly demonstrations, and 
for a few hours the aspect of things 
was g@rave, 

It might be thought that a student 
{s a fairly tutored being; but, as a 
matter of fact, if you let the Rus 
sian student loose, and made no © 
forts to restrain him, he would but- 
cher the Governor, the university 
authorities, and any people of rank 
he might find; and the populace, fol- 
lowing his noble example, would bul- 
cher the merchants and loot their 
Shops. 

In short, in the twinkling of an 
eye you would have an uprising of 
the masses on a far vaster scale and 
infinitely more bloody than that of 
the French revolution, 

So in the interests of law and or- 
der the Moscow students was immed- 
iately suppressed in the following 
simple manner, 

COSSACKS TURNED OUT, 

The Cossacks, who resemble the 
Trish in not caring a brass button 
whom they fight, as long as they 
fight some one, 
Moscow, But before they were loos- 
ed the authorities teok from them 
their arms, replacing their weapons 
by short, thick-handled whips, with 
long, leather thongs, loaded with 
cruel, biting little bits of lead.

Good water cam 
be secured from shallow or surface 
wells, yet such water is always clas- 
sified 8 suspicious by sanitarians 
when it is used for drinking purposes.

“Observe that the capacity of this 
car is more than double the weight 
of the car itself, while in the old- 
time car, with the capacity and the 
weight of the car equal, there was as 
much dead weight hauled as freight. 
In all modern car building by better 
and more scientific construction 
constant effort has been made, and 
with increasingly successful results, 
to increase the car capacity in pro- 
portion to the weight of the car. 

“But, while such highly economical 
cars have now come into use, the 
great majority of the cars running 
throughout the country have not yet 
been brought up to so high a stand- 
ard, If you should take the cars 
as you actually find them running to- 
day you would find them to average 
a length of about 85 feet and a 
weight of 15 tons as against the old- 
time 28-foot, 10-ton freight car.

Explanation of the Cut Price on 
‘“(Miade-in-Germany”’ 
Products. 


In these times of war and unrest 
a little exhibition opened in Berlin, 
Germany, recently, passed almost 


without any notice having been taken 
of it, although it deserved the keen- 
est attention of all classes, says the 
London News. It might fairly have 
been styled an ‘‘exhibition of mis- 
ery.’’ It was opened on the occasion 
of the meeting of the Congress for 
the Protection of Home-workers, and 
the exhibition of photographs was in- 
tended to show the public the dread- 
ful sweating system by which hun- 
dreds and thousands are exploited to 
the benefit of the rich employers. 

The photographs showed the utter- 
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workrooms almost without ex- 
ception, also as bedrooms and kitch- 
ens lor oan clegant silk blouse a 
workman receives 2d, an hour A 
scamstress earns 8d. for 15 hours’ 
work at underlinen, 

STARVATION WAGES, 

The little pictures which children 
collect for their scrapbooks are made 
at home, and only bring in a penny, 
an hour. The home workman earns 
1s 9}d to 1s 114d for a Whole gross 
of amuff boxes, which require 15 
hours’ labor. An officer of the 
guards pays £5 for a pair of boots, 
for which the home worker in Verlin 
receives 44d an hour. ven auch 
starvation wages as less than o half- 
penny an hour are paid in Ruhla for 
common watch chains, A family of 
four in Ruhla occupy themselves with 
putting together children's watches, 
consisting of twelve pieces, and they 
earn 36 6d for 1,200, Who thinks 
when looking at enamel pans that 
these also are made in the homes of 
the poor? In the Upper Erzgebirge 
they are meade in workers’ homes, 
and then enamelled in the mill. 

All sorts of door locks are made 
by home workers. A picture shows 
us such a locksmith’s workshop in 
Velbert. In a tiny room, s0 narrow 
that they can scarcely move, a father 
works with his five sons, the young- 
est not moro than seven or eight 
years old. This shows us that home 
work does not even spare children in 
their infancy. Near Solingen lives a 
woman of 65, in a corner of o tum- 
bledown house, which serves her as 
dwelling and workshop. She files 
iron heel-tips, which she fetches by 
the hundred-weight from the manufac- 
tory, and takes back again when fin-

RUSSIA'S WORST ENEMY| 


DESCRIPTION OF THE WHITE- 
HEAD TORPEDO. 


Wonderfully Made Machine 
That Sank Russian 
Warships. 


The 


It is ao cigar-shaped thing, three 
times as long as yourself and 14 feet | ¢ 
in diameter, and we call it ‘‘Baby"’; 
but a touch of its nose will send a 
five million dollar battleship and the 
best part of a thousand men to the 
bottom of tho sea. In these homely 
words a torpedo lioutenant described 
the weapon that has been playing 
such havoc with Russia's navy says 
London Tit-Bits, 

Never, he continued, has the ingen- 
uity of man devised an instrument of 


graceful lines and its polished-silver 
appearance—just the kind of thing, 
if it were small enough, you would 
like to use as a pendant to your 
watch-chain. It is shaped like a 
very long and slender cigar, is made 
of steel, highly polished, and is, in 
fact, a miniature ship, full of the 
most delicate and complex machin- 
ery, and carrying destruction in its 
head with the velocity of an express 
train. 


WONDERIUL MECHANISM. 


But now that we have gone so far, 
let me describe it in detail, and I 
promise that you will admit, 
I have finished, that the torpedo is 
one of the most wonderful things 
oven in a century of wonders. Now 
that you have formed a imental pic- 
ture of the Whitehead torpedo you 
can divide its length into sections. 
In the first section—the head of this 
beautiful monster—you have a charge 
of 200 Ibs. of tightly-compressed 
gun-cotton, with a detonator and a 
pointed rod at the end or nose of 
the weapon. When this rod comes 
in contact with a hard body, such as 
the hull of a ship, it is driven in 
and strikes the detonator, which in 
turn explodes the gun-cotton. 

Immediately behind the explosive 
compartment is a chamber, over five 
feet long, full of compressed air, the 
motive power of the machine. So 
compressed is this air that it exerts 


it |

a pressure of more than half a ton 
on every square inch of its compart- 
ment. Behind this chamber comes 
another, called the balance-chamber, 
containing the delicate apparatus 
which automatically keeps the tor- 
pedo at the right depth in the water 
checking instantly any inclination to 
rise or drop. ‘Then comes chamber 
No, 4,\in which are three small cyl- 
inder-engines, which are, however, of 
thirty horse-power, and into which 
the air passes from the chamber in 
front through a pipe fitted with gov- 
erning valves. 
DISCHARGING IT. 


Next comes the ‘‘buoyancy cham- 
ber,’’ the object of which is to keep 
the torpedo buoyant, and in it the 
requisito ballast is placed; and fin- 
ally—for now we have worked back 
to the ‘‘tail’’ of our torpedo—coime 
the propellers which drive and the 
rudders which guide it. Here, then, 
we have a marvellously-constructed 
machino full of terrible potentiality, 
but how is it sent on its errand of 
destruction? 

Well, in every battleship, cruiser 
and torpedo boat there are tubes, 
like so many large gun-barrels, built 
into the ship, some above, but most- 
ly below the water; and from these 
tubes the torpedos are discharged at 
the eneiny’s ship, A small charge 
of cordite or compressed air, at a 
pressure of 500 lbs, or more to the 
Square inch, shoots the torpedo out 
of the tube, along a guiding bar, 
‘shich directe it until well clear of 
the ship. When it leaves the guid- 
ing bar the projectile is off, straight 
as a bullet, to the target at which 
it has been aimed, 

ACCURATE AIM 


Tho original Whitehead torpedo had 
a speed of eight knots an hour and 
nn outside range of a quarter of a 
mnile; the torpedo of to-day—and I 
am describing the very weapon the 
Japaneso are using with such deadly 
eflect—will run as straight as a 
dart for a mile (thanks to the gyro- 
scope) at a speed of pretty well 40 
miles an hourt Jt can be aimed as 
accurately as a rifle, and what is 
most wonderful is that it can be ad- 
justed from the conning tower of a 
ship and discharged by simply press- 
ing an electric key. 

When the torpedo strikes a ship 
it does not. as some folks think, 
blow her “sky high.”’ ‘There is a 
heavy, quivering shock, a column of 
water is sent high above the decks, 
there is a sickly smell of explosives, 
and that is all that is seen or felt;

As soon as tho last 
child was on board and the word 
was given to start down the stream 
the blast of a bugle was heard. At 
that signal the crews of the boats 
leaped into the water, leaving the 
passengers without oars, and immedi- 
ately the straw roofs of tho boats 
burst into flames, and showers of 
bullets were fired from lines of 
fantry drawn up on the banks. Most 
of those who jumped into the water 
to escape the flamos were shot down 
by the bullets. And many who es- 
caped both and endeavored to reach 
the shore were sabred by cavalrymen 
who awaited them, 


ONE BOAT LOAD ESCAPED. 


The survivors of this incident, 
about 200 in nuinber, were led back 
into the city, past their old homes, 
now in smouldering ruins, and were 
locked up In two rooms twenty feot 
long and ten foot wide. ‘They had 
no beds, no furniture, no blankets, 
not even straw to lic upon. Thev 
were given one meal a day of coarse 
bread and water, and after suffering 
untold agonies for fifteen days were 


called out in squads and hacked to 
pieces by the ruflans of Nana's 
guard. Their bodies were cast into 


the well, which was afterwards filled 
with earth and has since been the 
contre of a memorial park, 

The siege of Lucknow was some- 
what different. When the mutiny 
broke out Sir Henry Lawrence, the 
governor, concentrated his sinall force

soldiers called him ‘‘Bob tha Nailer.’’ 
The latter part of August he Was fin- 
ally killed, but not until he Kad shot 
dozens of men, women and children 
among the besieged. In order to 
protect thomselves from his shots and 
those from other directions the win- 
dows of the residency were barricad- 
ed, which shut out all the air and 
ventilation, and the heat became al- 
most intolerable, A plague of flies

FRANTIC AND HYSTIERICAL, 

On Sept. 5 o  falthful native 
brought the first news that a relicv- 
ing force under Sir Henry Havelock 
and General James Outram was near- 
ing Lucknow. On the 25th Havelock 
fought his way through tho streets of 
tho city, which were packed with 
armed rebels, and on the 26th —Suc- 
ceeded in reaching the residency. But 
although the relief was welcome, and 
the sufferings of the besieged were for 
the moment forgotten, it was con-

In milk kept at 95, the species do- 
veloping most rapidly is the, undesir- 
able ono known ag Bacillus lactis 
agrogenes. 
At a temperature of 70, this specie 
devolops relatively less rapidly in the 
majority of cases than Bacillus lac- 
tis acidi, which latter is vory desir- 
pple in both cream and cheese ripen- 
ng. 
The bacteria in milk kept at 50, in- 
crease slowly, and later consist of 
very few lactic organisms, but of 
miscellaneous types including many 
forms that render the milk unwhole- 
some 
These bacteria continue to grow 
slowly day after day, but tho milk 
keeps sweet because the lactic or- 
ganisms do not develop abundantly. 
Such milk in the course of time 
becomes far more unwholesome than 
sour milk, since it is filled with or- 
anisms that tend to produce putre- 
faction. 

Although the temperature of 50 de- 
grees is to be emphatically recom- 
mended to the dairyman for the pur- 
pose of keeping his milk swect and 
in proper condition for market, he

BUSH AND LIMA BEANS. 


Bush beans are hardier than com- 
monly supposed and may be sown 
earlier than corn and other tender 
vegetables. They will injure corn 
and prove fatal to squash vines. Sow 
and drill 34 feet and cover about 
two inches deep. Plants of the bush 
variety should grow about six inches 
apart. The ground should be kept 
soft and yellow and free from weeds. 
If intended to cultivate with a wheel 
hoo the rows may be considerably, 
nearer together. Snap beans will bo 
ready for table use about two months 
from sowing. A quart of beans will 
Sow one hundred feet of drill.

PASTURE FOR SWINE. 


I believe that greater returns for 
the amount invested can be obtained 
from grazing any other kind af live 
stock writes Mr. I’. W. Jones. There 
must be sown the right kind of 
grasses to get the best results. First 
and foremost as a hog pasture is 
clover, I keep a plot coming on all 
of the timo for the hogs. Do not 
wait until one set of clover has per- 
ished before sowing another. These 
fields need not be very large if they 
afe judiciously managed. ‘The hogs 
should have access only to a small 
part at a time. 

Two years ago I purchased 80 hogs 
averaging about 90 pounds each, in

Fishing Regulations. 


Eight Bass Can Only be Taken by Each 
~ Angler in the Future. 


-- The new fishery regulations recom- 
mended by Mr. S. T. Bastedo, Ontario 
Commissioner of Fisheries, have been 
confirmed by the Dominion Goyern- 
ment. They will go into effect at 
once. The most important change is 
that reducing from 12 to 8 the num- 
_ber of bass permitted to be caught by 
‘any angicrinone day. The prese 
limit is twelye. The size limit, 
inchs, remains the same. There was 
some talk of increasing it to 12 inch 
‘but on further consideration Mr. 

Bastedo came to the conclusion that 
a regulation would have the 
ipposite of the desired effect. 
‘The regulation reads as follows:

Madoc Lacrosse team won a well- 
earned yictory over the Havelock team 
in their first contest in the new Trent 
Vulley League, on the Madoc grounds 
on Friday evening last.

The game, when it did start, was a 
good one, Havelock has a much 
heayier tearm, but Madoe excelled in 
stick handling and team play. Our 
boys have improved considerably 
since the 24th of May. Madoc scored 
first goal, but the’ visitors evened this 
shortly afterwards. Then Madoc 
added three more to the score, one be- 
ing taken in half a minute, and this 
might have been the final result but 
for some loose play towards the end, 
Hayelock scoring a couple of easy 
ones, The game ended 4 to 3 in 
Madoe's favor.

Used for Wall Coverings, Meal 

Sacks and Tobacco Pouches. 


From the bark of trees and shrubs 
the Japanese make scores of Papers, 
Which are far ahead of ours. 

The walls of the Japanese houses 
are wooden frames covered with thin 
paper, which keeps out the wind, but 
lets in the light, and when one com- 
pares these paper-walled ‘‘doll houses’ 
With the gloomy bambo cabins of the 
inhabitants of the island of Java or 
the small windowed huts of our fore- 
fathers, one realizes that, without 
glass and in a rainy climate, these 
ingenious people have solved in a re- 
markable way the problem of lighting 
their dwellings and, at least in a 
measure, of keeping out the cold. 

Their oiled papers are astonishing= 
ly cheap and durable. As a cover for 
his load of tea when a rainstorm ov- 
ertakes him, the Japanese farmer 
spreads over it a tough, pliable cover 
of oiled paper which is almost as im- 
light 
as gossamer, He has doubtless car- 
ried this cover for years, neatly pack- 
ed away somewhere about his cart. 
The “rickshaw’’ coolies in tlie large 
cities wear rain mantles of this oiled 
Paper, which cost less than 18 cents 
and last for a year or more with con- 
stant use.

Soon after the wedding he emigrat- 
ed to Sydney, where his wife subse- 
quently joined him. He commenced 
thera his criminal career. Was sent 
to prison for theft, and afterwards 
became a fraudulent bankrupt. ‘This 
was in 1886. 

Three years later he turned up in 
Cape Colony. At Durban, in tho 
guise of o mining engineer, he or- 
ganised a series of gigantic frauds. 
When the town became too hot to 
hold him he went to Johannesburg. 
There he lived in ostentatious 
splendor at tho best hotels, drinking 
nothing but champagne, and—because 
the local water was not of the purest 
—washing himself in soda-water at 
25c¢ a bottle. 

He left in a hurry, after swindling 
the National Bank there out of «a 
large sum of money and stealing 
$15,000 from a gentleman named 
Grice. He also robbed a jeweller at 
Cape Town of a quantity of valua- 
ble diamonds. 

The captain of a coasting steamer 
whom he bribed took him to Aden, 
whence he transhipped to Southamp- 
ton.

frauds in connection with alleged 
gold jewellery. 

This was early in 1890. ‘Towards 
the end of that year he married—and 
afterwards deserted—a Miss Mathe- 
Son, of Beverloy, one of the leading 
Hartlepool merchants being best 
man. He was at *the same time 
engaged to be married to the land- 
Indy of one of the principal hotels in 
the tirst-named town, and was also 
courting an actress at a Liverpool 
theatre, 

At this stage of his career he re- 
presented himself sometimes as a} 
nephew of Sir Wilfrid Lawson, somo-| 
times as ‘‘Lord Dunn,’ at others as 
“Baron Swanston.’’ 

He was wanted at Monte Video for 
a peculiarly. atrocious murder aod 
robbery. He swindled a Canadian 
farmer out of $20,000. He assas- 
sinated a man named Graham and 
his two native servants in the Trans- 
vaal, 

His body was covered with the 
scars of old wounds, inflicted by his 
many victims and adversaries. 

After murdering Miss Mather at | 
Windsor, he courted a Miss Katie | 
Rousville, of Bathurst, and would 
doubtless have married her, and mur- 


dered her afterwards, but that the 
dotectives pounced upon him in the | 
nick of time. 

Indeed, he had actually laid in a 


stock of cement at the house he had 
taken for her on the Southern Cross 
Goldfields, and had excavated under 
one of the floors a huge hole, similar 
to the one at Rainhill. 

At the trial his solicitors admitted 
everything brought forward by the 
prosecution, relying upon a plea of 
insanity. 

Both his parents were proved to 
have been confined at different times 
in lunatic asylums, and Deeming him 
self asserted that he had been placed 
under control on more than one oc- 
casion. 

He dreamt dreams. he said, and 
saw Visions. His many murders he 
had been impelled to irresistibly by 
the malign influence of a spirit—the 
spirit of a woman. 

But this was tho veriest clap-trap, 
to which the jury paid the attention 
it merited. 

He was found guilty, and a rider 
was allixed to the verdict declaring 
that he was not insane. 

One last chance he 
took it—an appeal 
Council in London. ... 

It was rejected, and Deeming was} 
consequently hanged on May 28rd, 
1892.

If an ordinary person were to bring 
an action against any other and did | 
not attend at the courts when it 
was called on he would be promptly 
non-suited. But there are hundreds 
of actions brought every year in the 
name of the King (‘‘Rex’’) for trans- 
gressions more or less serious of the 
national law, and that the State 
might never be non-suited in such a 
matter it is always understood that 
the King is there in reality.

FIGHT WITH POLAR BEARS 


MANY DOWN FROM THE ARC- 
TIC THIS YEAR. 


Monsters That Struggle With 
Half a Dozen Sailors at 
a Time. 


Owing to the exceptional rigors of 
of the past winter along Baifinland 
and Labrador, the polar bears have 
had to wander off among 
the ice floes in greater numbers than 
usual in quest of the seals upon 
which they chiefly feed, and the crews 
of the Newfoundland sealing fleet, 
just back from their annual hunt, 
tell many stories of encounters with 
these monsters writes a St. John’s, 
Nowfoundland, correspondent. 

When he is well fed the polar bear 
is easily worsted, but if hungry he 
fights with fury. Hence, encounters 
with bears are not sought, unless 
riflemen are included in the party; 
but sometimes there {s no.alternative 
This season, on one occasion, seven 
men armed only with seal clubs had 
to @ght an old male bear.

On another occasion there was a 
fierce fight, within full view of a 
ship's crew, between a bear and six 
men. Bruin had been asleep for the 
night on a small pan of ice and was 
awakened in the carly morning by 
the sound of the steamer’s whistle, 
blown to call her crew.to their day's 
toil. The bear, aroused from slum- 
ber, raised himself on his hind paws 
with a mighty growl, as if in chal- 
lenge to the ship. His defiance was 
accepted in this sense by six young 
sealmen, who promptly made at him 
with only their clubs. 

The bear was unable to leave the 
small pan he was on, owing to six 
enemies assailing him, and so had 
to fight it out there. He made a 
game defence, too, notwithstanding 
all attacks of his adversaries. One 
of these struck at him with a club, 
but he reared up, caught it in his 
mouth and jerked it from the owner’s 
hands and, shaking it as a terrier 
would a rat, hurriedly banged at the 
owner with it and felled him sense- 
less with a blow over the head.

ABOUT SIXTY A YEAR. 


About 400 bears are killed 
Labrador every twelvemonth. 
These bears nre extraordinarily 
cunning. They catch seals in exact- 
ly the same way as the Esquimaux, 
by waiting at a blowhole, having 
first built up a little wall around 


along 


it. They show cleverness almost 
human in grasping a seal when it 
comes up to breathe, and transferr- 


ing it to the ice. 

If the bear is not hungry he will 
play with the seal just as a cat 
does with a mouse, patting it till it 
wriggles away, catching it again, 
tossing it into the air and torturing 
it in Various ways, but always 
keeping between it and the blow- 
hole, ond eventually killing it by 
jumping on it with all four paws. 


The bears also will wait, nose 
down, against the floo by which 
seals, narwhals and even white 


whales swim, and when one of these 
will rise to breathe, spring upon it 
like a cat on a sparrow, hugging and 
tearing it to death in the water, 
and eventually dragging it up on the 
ico, to be devoured at leisure. When 
no better food offers, thoy subsist 
on some of the innumerable diving 
birds that abound in northern seas.

Baltimore, sighted an iceberg on 
Which were moving objects first 
thought to be human beings, but 
subsequently seen to be six polar 
bears. They had been ferried hun- 
dreds of miles from their Arctic home 
and were doomed to perish by 
drowning or hunger. Similar scenes 
are often witnessed by the crews of 
vessels fishing on the Grand Banks. 
Last July two castaway fishermen 
from one of the ships on the Banks 
pulled toward an iceberg to get some 
fragments to melt into drinking wa- 
ter, but found it temanted by a 
Starving polar bear, which plunged 
into the sea and made after them 
on catching sight of them. They 
had to row their best to escape, as 
these bears can swim as well as 
seals, and it was only when he saw 
he could not reach them that he ro-

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE 
WOMAN IMPRISONED WITH

Hunting for Orchids in the 
Wild Hills of North 
Queensland. 

On the bank of the Kirk River, in 
North Queensland, there is a_ wild 
picturesque range of rocky hills, 
whose tops are 300 feet high. They 


consist of immense boulders, tumbled 
together in the wildest confusion, 
with timber, vines, creepers and huge 
orchids and ferns growing in be- 
tween. 

I had visited this place three times 
for the purpose of gathering orchids 
for a person in ‘Townsville who 
used to pay me five shillings each 
for them. 

One day I sct out for a spot where 
I was sure plenty of orchids would 
be found—a narrow, wild-looking, 
wedge-shaped cleft or gorge in the 
mountains which was desely covered 
on each side with jungle. Huge 
grey boulders showed out here and 
there through the verdure, and or 
chids could be scen less than one 
hundred feet above me. Hobbling 
out my horse, and taking my water 


It took me quite 
an hour to get to the top of the 
gully, for I had to clamber’ over 
boulders, push through vines and 
creepers and make many detours, 
However, when I reached there, I 
was well satisfied, for there were 


many orchids around me—some grow- 
ing on trees and others in the clefts 
and crannics of the boulders.

Maitre d’Hotel Potatoes—Wash, 
Pare and shapo potatoes into balls, 
using «a French vegetable cutter, or 
shape in one-half inch curbs. here 
should be potatoes to make two cups 
full.

Dandelion Wine—Gather two quarts 
of blossoms, without stems, which 
will make the wine better. Pour one 
gallon of boiling water over blos- 
soms, let stand in stone crock three 
days and nights (or granite kettle 
is better), Strain and add three 
pounds white sugar, two sliced le 
mons and two oranges.’ Boil about 
five minutes. When lukewarm add 
one tablespoonful good yeast. Pour 
into a jug to ferment, having the 
jug full, so it can run out as it fer- 
ments. filling up the jug with the re- 
inainder (if any is left over, if not, 
use sugar and water, as the jug must 
bo kept full during fermentation). In 
about six weeks pour it off and put 
it in air-tight bottles, with one or 
two raisins to each bottle. Jay the 
bottles on their sides in cool, 
place. Cork tightly. 

Spring Soup—Simmer a pint of 
lsorrel, two heads of lettuce, a cup 
of small dandelion leaves in two 
ounces of butter for ten minutes, 
stirring constantly; then add three 
-pints of well seasoned stock and boil 
gently one hour. Strain and serve. 

Roast Birds—Pluck, singe, draw 
and wash the birds thoroughly. Dust 
each one with one-quarter teaspoon 
salt and rub the breast inside and 
out with a small raw onion. Place 
in tho body of the bird a few un- 
cooked cranberries or a slice of le 
mon. Place in roasting pan, cook 
in hot oven thirty minutes, basting 
frequently with hot water and but- 
ter, Serve on hot platter garnished 
with fried bread crumbs. 


SOME HELPFUL HINTS. 


Removal of soot marks—When soot

PERU'S BURIBD TREASURE 


A ROOM FULL OF GOLD AND 
JEWELS. 


Old Story of Francisco Pizarro’a 
Cruelty Revived by Its 
Discovery. _ 


After many false alarms the long- 
buried treasure of the Incas has in 
part béen unearthed at last, strange 
to say, at Chililaya, on the Bolivian 
end of Lake Titicaca, the surface of 
which is over two miles above sea

A Secret Society of Pirates in 
China Known as the 
Sam Tiem. 

Piracy flourielies to-day on tho 
Southern coast of China just as _ it 
did in the sixteenth century. Along 
this coast, from Hiong-Kong to the 


| straits of Hai-Nan, oxtends o string 
of islets which form a Perfect aoam- 
buscade and refuge for pirate junks. 
Here they are secure from observa- 
tion, and the unwelcome attention of 
cruisers and gunboats. 

From these headquarters the Qhin- 
pirate sallies forth, raiding vil- 
lages and carrying off captives, at- 
tacking and blackmailing trading | 
junks, only sparing the lives of the 
merchant owner on payment of 
heavy ransom, 

The organization of Chinese pirates 
owes its power to the existence of a 
secret society known as the Sam Tiem, 
to which nearly half the coast popula- 
tion belongs, although many mem- 
bers take no active part. This so- 
ciety is divided into different sec- 
tions, mest of which are headed by 
Chinese officials who have been dis- 
missed from office. 

The Sam Tiem baffles every effort 
to bring its members to justice ow- 
ing to the dread the society inspires; 
its intelligence department is super- 
latively good, and to anyone who 
informs against the Sem Tiem or 
disobeys its mandates a terrible fate

THE KING’S BOOTS. 


Royal Bootmaker Talks of the 
Royal Footwear. 
The King wears an 8} boot and 


his foot is well proportioned. So 
Says Mr. Leo Thomas of St. James’ 
street, London, the royal bootmaker, 
in an interesting interview on the 
King’s boots, which appears in the 
current number of Footwear, 
Tlis Majesty has practically a pair 
of boots for every uniform he wears, 
besides walking hoots, walking shoes, 
evening shoes, and shooting hoots.

There is not 
un ornament, a button, or a parti- 
lcular style but what he remembers,

The Beef Ring. 


Farmers may have Fresh Meat in 


Summer. 


Although live stock is grown on al- 


as a rule finds it very difficult to furn- 
ish his table with fresh meat airing 
the sumnier months. Salt pork an 
poultry are in general use, but it is 
evident that a liberal supply of fresh 
beef would make the problem of pre- 
paring meals much easier for the 
women of the household, and would 
ensure a more wholesome and palat- 
able bill-of-fare for the family. The 
average farmer is several miles from 
the nearest butcher, and would find it 
both inconvenient and expensive to 
send a member of the family to town 
eyery day or two for fresh meat, es- 
pecially as both men and horses are 
apt to find their time fully occupied. 
Again the farmer's family could not 
consume a beef animal before it would 
spoil, so it is out of the question to 
think of killing hisown. In order to 
make the use of fresh meat possible in 
every farm home, even during sum- 
mer months, the Liye Stock Commis- 
sioner, Ottawa, recommends the more 
general establishment of beef rings, 
which have been successfully carried 
on for years in some sections of 
Canada, 

Breer Rinas.—These rings are not, 
as the name might indicate, * trusts” 
for the control of the production and 
sale of beef, but are groups of farmers 
who co-operate to supply their tables 
with fresh meat during the summer, 
The ring is usually composed of six- 
teen, twenty or twenty-four members, 
although sometimes as many as forty 
are enrolled. Each member agrees to 
supply one beef animal during the 
summer, and in order to give plenty

As a standard 
Pale is always agreed upon at the 
eginning of the season, say five or 
Six cents per pound, there are no dis- 
yutes at the close, Members who 
lave received more beef than they 
supplied pay for the difference at the 
price agreed upon; those who haye 
put in more than they have receiyed

THE ADVANTAGES, 


Wherever it has been tried this 
system has given excellent results, as 
is shown by the fact that it is diffi- 
cult to gain admission to the rings, as 
there is no ir ition to drop out, 
The farmers’ wives and daughters are 
particularly well plersed, as the abun 
dance of fresh meat at their command 
simplifies the question of providing 
suitable meals. Then the farmers get 
their beef at the actual cost, payir no 
more for the best cuts than they would 
for the cheapest they could buy at re 
tuil, Under the operation of the beef 
ring each family pet sits portion within 
a few hours after killing, 0 that there 
is little difficulty in keeping the meat 
frosh for nearly a week. ‘The usual 
method is to use the stenk and roust 
first, and put the boiling piece into 
brine or vefrigevatoy until needed,

Gadding Girls, 


Gets After Them With a 
Sharp Pen.

(Emporia, Kan., Gaaotte.) 


The mothers of this town have had 
a lesson—but it doesn’t seem to haye 
done them any good. There are just 
as many girls gadding around town 
after school now getting their mail in 
private boxes in the post office as there 
were ten days ago. ‘Two years ago 
the Gazette went after the mothers of 
Emporia for neglecting their daugh- 
ters, and the result was that half a 
dozen private mail boxes were dis- 
continued and a lot of little girls that 
were in the habit of gadding too 
much were kept in for a time. 

These girls are now developing into 
fine young women, but another crop 
of gadding girls has come on, and the 
Gazette hopes no one’s modesty will 
be shocked by saying these little hus- 
sies ought to be spanked good and 
red, They are between 14 and 17 
years old, and are just so everlasting- 
y boy struck that they can’t sit still. 
If their mothers knew the type of 
boys and men—young human pups— 
these girls are running they would 
throw fits. 

But the mothers, it is presumed, 
know nothing of the situation. They 
think their little girls are so sweet 
and pure that nothing can harm 
them. The truth is that these child- 
ren are made of the same kind of nud 
that we are all made of, and they are 
just as liable to temptation as older 
people and a thousand times less ex- 
perienced. And their mothers let, 
them gad the streets after school and 
flirt with all kinds of men, and then 
their mothers wonder how the devil 
gotkthem and think the girls must 
“take after” their father. 

There are just two things that will 
keep girls straight at “that age”—one 
is plain clothes and the other is home 
‘duties. The girls who makes fools of 
themselves in Emporia are invariably 
overdressed. They wear duds that 
women of 30 should hesitate about 
wearing.

Sport was very even in the Central 
Provinces of India during 1903, Man 
bagged 199 tigers, and the tigers 
bagged 190 inen. 

These figures are taken from a 
Government of India annual report, 
showihg the ravages of wild beasts 
during the period under review. 
There were four man-eaters abroad 
in the Central Provinces—which, by 
the way, are about the size of Scot- 
land—and between them they ac- 
counted for the 190 human beings.

out in a lunchroom. on the forward 
deck, caused by the overturning of a 
Pot of grease. A high wind fanned 
the flames into instant fury. 

Efforts to subdue the fire were fu- 
tile and word was sent at once to 
the captain, who started to land the 
steamcr at 184th Strect.” He was 
warned, however, that the boat 
would set fire to lumber yards and 
oil tanks there, and changed the 
Slocum’s course, heading her for 
North Brother's Island, half a mile 
away. 

PANIC SEIZED PASSENGERS. 

The flames now had broken out all 
along either side of the steamer and 
were fanned by a strong head wind, 
Tho passengers, seized with panic, 
rushed to the rear of the vessel to 
escape the heat and smoke that were 
increasing constantly. Policemen 
and deckhands aboard the boat strug- 
gled hard to quell the panic, but 
their efforts were unavailing. The 
wild disorder jncreased. as frantic 
mothers sought to find their children 
who had been at play about the 
decks. PE 

The steamer's whistle was blowing 
for assistance, and tugs and other 
nearby craft answered to the call. 
Before any of the boats could reach 
the burning steamer. however, the 
frantic women and children began to 
jump overboard. The buats that 
were following the Slocum picked up 
many from the water, but these 
were only a small number of those 
who were seen struggling in the swift 
current. 

On the Slocum the— first sweep of 
the flames cut off escape from the 
hurricane deck, where a great many 
of the women and children were 
crowded together, and soon burned 
away the light wooden work which 
supported the deck. It is thought 
that the most of those who were 
on this deck were burned. 
| As the fire increased the struggle 
Ite gain a point of vantage at the 
stern became frightful. Women and 
children crowded against the after 
rail until it gave way, and hundreds 
were pushed off into the river. After 
this there was a steady stream of 
those who jumped or were thrown in- 
to the water. The tugs and small 
craft following after kept close in 
jthe wake of the Slocum, and rescued 
lall of those who came within reach 
of their crews. Few of those who 
were saved had on life preservers. 
At no time during the progress of 
the fire was there any opportunity 
cither to lower the lifeboats or get 
the life preservers out from  under- 
neath the seats. Throughout the 
jwild panic the officers and men of 
the blazing boat stayed at their 
posts: 


DECKS CAVED IN. 


The Slocum got within fifty feet of 
the north-west point ef North Bro- 
ther Island, and there stopped in the 
shallow water. Just before the ves- 
sel was beached, the hurricane deck, 
‘the supports of which had burned 
away, fell with its load of women 
and children, adding to the panic 
and horror of those on the deck be- 
low. 

Very soon after parts of the second 
and third decks also caved in, But 
before this happened the tug Walter 
Tracey had come alongside the 
burning steamer. Many of the pas- 
sengers were taken off by the crew 
of the ‘Tracey, whieh remained along- 
side the steamer tug’s 
pilot house took fire. 

The scene on North Brother Island, 
as described by the rescuers, was © 
pitiful one. Body after body was 
washed ashore or brought in by 
boats, and added to the long row 
on the beach. Vifty-three persons 
died there while the doctors were at- 
tending to them, 
As the bodies of the living and 
dead were taken out of the water, 
those alive were taken to the hospi- 
tal on the island or sent acress the 
river to the hospitals in Manhattan. 
Here ambulances frem almost all the 
hospitals in tho eity, and every sort 
of convenience Which could be found 
wore put into service. 
or hours the bodies of the burn- 
and the drowned drifted ashore 
on the island and between 181st 
Street and 188th Street, in Manhat-

Hospital Doctor Accidentally Kills 
a Patient.

Tho Marquis of Anglesey must be 
rated as an anarchroniam, Extrava- 
gant beyond description, a fop, a lov- 
er of things beautiful, he belongs ra- 
ther to the days of tho dandies than 
to the present materialistic twentieth 
century. He is officially described as 
tho fitth ;Mfarquis of Anglesey, the Parl | 
of Bridge, Middicsex, and Baron Pag- 
et of Beaudesert, County of Stafford.

Ontario’s Nickel Output. 


Industry is Increasing, while in New 
Caledonia It is Decreasing. 


T. W. Gibson, director of the Bureau 
of Mines, receiyed a report recently 
from New Caledonia,the penal French 
Island, which is 5 tically the only 
nickel-producing territory outside On- 
tario, and it shows that the nickel in- 
dustry there is not in a flourishing 
condition. While in 1902 the island 
produced 129,653 tons of nickel ore, it 
raised only 77,360 tons in 1903, which 
is only about half of the output of the 
Copper Cliff, Ontario, mines. New 
Caledonians openly attribute the fall- 
ing off to the competition of the On- 
tario mines, at which they take a re- 
vengeful slap by saying that while 
they can produce cheaper nickel, it is 
of an inferior quality, ‘ which is an 
entirely unwarranted statement,” says 
Mr. Gibson, 

New Caledonia produced 8,292 tons 
of cobalt ore jin 1903; 21,487 tons of 
chrome ore, and 9,845 kilogrammes of 
copper ore, all showing increases, but 
despite this, total exportations fell 
from 12,283,285 franes to 8,963,895

Carbon dioxide gas results-in the 
process and deadens the ends of the 
thirst, nerves, while the contained 
water quenches thirst. Thus a much 
smaller quantity of the liquid satis- 
fies the thirst 

THAN OF PURE WATER. 
Many persons objects to the small 
amount of alcohol which results from 
the vinous fermentation, so they ar- 
tificlally carbonate such fruit juicea 
and flavored waters. 

If the fermented juices themselves 
are used, the mildest kind of alco- 
holic_beverges, the sparkling class, 
result. A great varicty of substances 
are thus utilized. Whon seeds or 
grains are used the product comes 
under the general head of beers or 
malt liquors. If fruit or plant 
juices are used, the products are 
ciders or wines. S585 

Where plant juices instead of fruit 
juices are used the product is the 
same, but in this case the source of 
alcohol is cane sugar, in tho former 
glucose. The best known of all is 
the fermented juice of the sugar 
cane. 

In rum, whiskey, mescal, arrack, 
etc., the alcohol ranges from 30 to 
50 per cent., or more, and Dr. Rus- 
by remarks: ‘‘We here see a steady 
departure from the true character of 
the beverage, and an approach to- 
ward that of the poisonous drugs.”” 

He adds that ‘‘the alcohol habitue 
soon craves a positive effect in the 
production of artificial pleasurable 
states, and this introduces an en 
tirely new group of nervines, mis- 
called beverages, in which cafieine is 
the most commonly occurring and 
important clement. These drugs, 
with their intense ection upon the

“This statement does not, of 
course, apply*to the use of the weak- 
as true beverages, for the sake of 
the contained water, and with the 
drug percentage so slight as not to 
produce more than a mild exhilara- 
tion. It does apply to the habitual

SERVANTS IN RUSSIA. 


jLaw Excludes Them as Witnesses 
Against Employers. 


The Russian servant is hired for 
one year, and is told exactly what 
his particular duty is to be: He 
‘then sticks to that one duty. As 
dong as each servant faithfully _per- 


forms the special duties of his posi- 
tion all is well; but the neglectful 
butler, or cook, or coachman is sent 
by the employer with a written note 
to the Police Judge, who after care- 
fully investigating the complaints 
has a right to order bodily punish- 
ment or to write a bad mark in the 
book kept for the purpose. 

In great Russian households often 
rom twenty to fifty servants are 
jkept, and even the middle class fam- 
ilies have two to four, ‘The pay of 
{these servants varies according to 
ithe line of work. While the ‘‘chiefs’’ 
jn the kitchens of wealthy families 
often receive $1500 a year, a cook} 
in an ordinary citizen's employ Bets 
uo more than $60 a year, and

suit or dress. 

Every other Sunday the servants 
in a Russian household are entirely 
free. Their work stops Saturday 
night after supper, when the servants 
leave the house not to return until 
the next Monday morning, The em- 
Ployers never ask where or liow the 
free time is spent. 

Russian servants will pilfer. Since 
Russian ladies leave everything to 
jthe care of the servants, the latter 
do as they please.

ated on the left side of the hody. The

{left hemisphere gets, in consequence, 
more than its proper share of the 
|blood which is continually being 


pumped upwards by that organ. 

If the heart were on the right side 
of the body, mankind would be left- 
handed; as it is, he is, and always 
will be, right-handed, This follows 
naturally; but, of course, training 
land custom will work wonders in this 
| direction as in any other. 

For instance, most men who 
jthomselves are able to usec a razor, 
jan exceedingly delicate instrument, 
equally well with both hands; 

A distinguished member of the Roy- 
al Academy, now living, has taught 
himself to write simultaneously with 
two pencils, one being held in tho 
right hand, 

THE OTHER IN THE LEFT, 
The caligraphy of the one is forward, 
the other backward, but both are 
equally plain and legible.

JAPAN WOULD MEDIATE. 

The Gazette prints a semi-oflicial 
communique from Berlin, which may 
be construed as the lastest view of 
the German Foreign Office as to the 
eventual mediation between Russia 
and Japan. It says that the Rus- 
sian side has_ hitherto scornfully 
scouted the idea of mediation, and 
there is no indication of a change of 
attitude. But evidence has accumu- 
lated lately which, though unofficial, 
comes from sufficiently reliable quar- 
ters to warrant the view that Japan 
is nowise averse to accepting media- 
tion, and would not consider the of- 
fer an insult. It is pointed out that 
Japan is not intoxicated with its 
great successes, and abides by the 
original claims for which it went 
to war, namely, the exclusion of 
Russian influences from Corea, the 
integrity of the Chinese Empire vio- 
lated by the occupation of Man- 


churia, Japan would not refuse to 
recognize Russia’s property rights 
in the Manchurian Railway, and 


would agree to an equitable settle- 
ment of them. Despite this apparent 
willingness, it is difficult to see how 
any offer of mediation would be suc- 
cessful so long as Russia persists in 
the negative, Tt is the severity of 
Russian defeat on sea and land that 
makes it impossible for the Czar's 
Government to entertain the thought 
of an end to the campaign, though 
it is undeniable that a strong under- 
current in Russia detests the war 
and would conclude it as soon as 
possible,
